meut. Fourth— That public opinion 
will not permitand faith and 
Just ios do not require the purchase 
by the government of . pioperty 
and franchises of the Western 
Union Telegraph Com pany. 
Tue bill places the general super- 
vision ot the system under a Fourth 
Assistant Postmaster- General. The 
work of establishing the lines, etc., 
js to be done under the direet ion of 
the Secretary of War with the ap-

provides fer telegraphic postal 
« money orders at existing mail rates, 
plus the telegraph tolls. The rates 
- fixed are on a basis of teu cents for 
twenty words five hundred miles or

Kansas Again Blizzard 
Stricken. 


Mutinous Alabama Convicts 


Subdued. 


Stanford's Plea for the Central 
Pacific---New Jersey Demo- 
erats Desert Cleveland. 


A TERRIBLE STORM. 


Blizzard-Tossed Kansas Again 
Worsted by the Elements. 
Kansas Crrr, March 27.—The terri- 
ble windstorm which swept over 
Kingham county, Kansas, Saturday 
night, was much more destruciive 
than was really Lnown until to-day. 
At the litile town of Ninnescah it bad 
rained heavily all day and about 7:30 
o’clock a well-recognized funonel- 
shaped cloud was seen approaching 
from the southwest. It struck the 
town and destroyed everything in its 
path, leaving only three houses stand- 
ing in the whole place. Twochurches, 
five stores and fifteen dwelling houses 
were absolutely torn to pieces and the 
Hyiug timbers caused the death of 
three and the maiming of seventeen 

citizens. 

The dead are Mrs. J. C. Williams 
with her infant, and George Hardesy. 
Those most ssriously hurt are James 
Williams, both legs broken aud 
severely bruised, probably will die; 
, rane injured in the back, 

Meere fatally. 

he heavy fail of rain which has 

kept up since the storm, makes the 
condition of the sufferers destitute in 
the extreme, A party went to Wichita 
for relief Sunday, arriving there late 
at night, thus making known the 
calamity. 

The severe rains have caused a num- 
ber of washouts to the many railroads 
running into this city. The greatest 
damage is on the Missouri-Pavcific, 
just above Quindaro. Where the road 
runs near the river heavy washouts 
occurred ſor à distance of 200 feet on 
Saturday night. Another washout is 
reported at Leavenworth.

course. I inquired for the boss of 
the rauch, Harry Clawson, know- 
ing if he was about I was fixed, but 
to my surprise learned he had sold 
out and vamosed, so I was fixed 
anyhow. The gentlem:zn(?) in 
charge (a large-sized colored gen- 
tleman) informed me very curtly, 
that they didn’t propose to keep 
hot. dinners all night, and as for 
lunches always being on tap there 


was nothing in it; I better go u 
town; but, adding, “there ain’t — 


pores open nohow.“ So I concluded 


go on to Cheyenne, or iv that 
direction. I mention the fact of 
that colored gentleman being a 
large-sized cuss; otherwise I would 
have called him a — impertinent 
nigger, which really isa quick fit. 

Ogden is booming. Oh, how she 
is booming, though. One man I 
heard of went there a year ago, 
bought a lot for $596.75, or such a 
matter, and to-day (I mean the day 
I was told this—it’s more now) he 
can sell it for $4,000. Another man 
paid $1,000 for a lot about the same 
time aad to-day (no; that other 
day) he asked $10,000 for the same 
lot. Still another paid a small sum 
fer a tract, and without expending 
one dollar since for taxes is worth 
to-day (confound it! I mean last 
week) considerably more than he is 
out; and so the boom stories go on. 
„It is noticeable in every boom 
story told by Ogdenites, how they 
continually harp upon the same 
old tune, borrowed from Los An- 
geles— showing value of property a 
year or so ago, and then with 
marked emphasis, call your atten- 
tion to the value of to-day. 

Balt Lake ay is booming, too. 
In fact, everything out there is 
booming. Town lots, a year ago 
valueless; now unapproachable. 
One man. told me his experience 
there. Went there, of course; stayed 
awhile; invested in lots costing 
$1,000 each; now worth ten times 
the amount id. Has artesian 
water by simply driving a pipe in 
the ground some fifteen feet. Has 
one lot in the city with a well in 
the front yard used for a foun- 
tain only; another in the barn 
flowing forty gallons per minute 
intended for household and stock 
use; but one day the hired girl 
struck on account of having to pack 
water so far, so he just cropper into 
the hardware store and ught a 
tag of inch pipe. Then with the 

elp of said hired girl and a stick of 
four-foot wood he hammered that 
pipe into the soft, mucky soil and 
in lees than two hours there was a 
flowing well right at the kitchen 
door. I swallowed all of that till 
became to having the hired girl 
out there so long, then 1 ‘knew he 
was exaggerating. 

From Ogden to Cheyenne the 
run is fast and everything pleasant, 
Very seldom a C. P. train is behind 
time, and only then from awaiting 
the 2 5 st ox-train con- 
necting. alt and passengers pre- 
cede the freights under this man- 
agement; but not so on the other 
side.

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TIMELY ACTION. 


Prompt Measures Taken for the 
Preservation of the Public 
Mealth. 

A special meeting of the Board of 
County Commissioners was held 
yesterday afternoon for the purpose 
of taking some action in regard to 
quarantining Reno egainst Virginia 
City during the prevalence of 
smallpox in the latter place. After 
discussing the situation the follow- 
ing order was made: “it appear- 
ing to the Board that a smallpox 
epidemic has suddenly broken out 
in Virginia City, Storey county, 
Nevada, and that there is great dan- 
ger of said epidemic spreading to 
other portions of the State, and that 
by reason of the close communica- 
tion between said city and the town 
of Reno, by railroad and otherwise, 
the public hea/th demands that 
prompt measures be taken to keep 
the contagion from said town and 
vicinity, it is therefore ordered that 
Dr. A. Dawson, County Physician, 
Drs. G. H. Thoma and J. A. Lewis 
be, and are bereby empowered to 
adopt such measures as in their 
judgment may be necessary to pre- 
vent importation of the contagion.”’ 

In connection with the above 
action it was generally understood 
that the newly-created Board of 
Health intended to commence the 
work outlined for them by inspect- 
ing the V. & T. train last evening 
as well as the passengers arriving 
thereby for any indications of the 
scourge. When the train arrived 
Distriet Attorney Evans and Sheriff 
Flint were on hand, but for some 
reason or other not a member of the 
Board appeared, and finally it be- 
came necessary. for the first-named 
official to give the order for the re- 
lease of the passengers who had 
been locked in the cars by Con- 
ductor Bray to await official in- 
epection before landing.

The farmer who makes his busi- 
ness pay, says the National Brock: 
man, must have something to sell 
each year that will bring him the 
cash. The more compact the form 
in which he sells it the more pro- 
fit does he make. In selling all his 


be considerable profit, if feed is 
scarce and high priced, but that is 
a plan that if followed year by year 
will ruin the best farm in the 
land. It gives one no opportunity 
to keep up the strength of the land 
Besides it is selling the raw ma- 
terial, when the farmer is the man 
above all ethers who can maiufac 
ture it into some more compact 
form. Every farmer must decide 
for himself what that form shall 
be. 

Judging by the past few.years 
and the prospects for the near fu- 
ture, there is no better plan than 
to raise three or four colts each 
year. The draft horses of to-day 
mature and are ready for the mar- 
ket or for breeding purposes at 
four years old. The man who five 
years ago invested in high-grade 
Clydesdale mares, and has raised 
colts from them and a pure-bred 
horse, each year, has been without 
cash income from them for some 
time; but look at what a prospect 
he has for the immediate future. 
His four-year-olds now are worth 
from $200 to 4300 each, and he will 
have as many to sell next year as 
this—even. more if his first year's 
colts were mares, and he bred them 
at three years of age. His first 
mares may now be eight or ten 
years old, but they, have worked 
their way all the time, and are good 
for work and breeding for many 
years yet to come. iG. 

Farmers, figure on it. If it 
shows you a prospect of gain, fol- 
low it. Do not be deceived into 
starting with scrub mares, bred to 
scrub horses. The results of this 
mating are a drug on the market, 
and are sure to continue so. The 
cable lines and motor cars of the 
cities are fast killing the market 
for street-car horses. If it is draft 
horses you expeet to breed, let 
your mares be as high-grade and 
as large as you can obtain, and then 
breed them to the best pure-bred 
horses you can find of the same 
breed. Whether your choice be

Over-Working Stallions. 

There are few men that are more 
liable to “kill the goose that lays 
the golden egg” than the owners of 
Stallions. This is especially true in 
regard to the owners of young 
stallions.. The temptation to make 
money rapidly is often too much to 
withstand, but this is not generally 
the greatest reason for overwork- 
ing your stallions. A horse’s ser- 
vices are offered to the public for 
a season, and before the season is 
half over the number of mares that 
should be served isreached. Own- 
ers of mares who have not engaged 
the services of the horse will insist 
upon breeding one mare, and for 
fear of losing future patronage the 
favor is granted. 
that when a stallion’s book is full 
there will be lots of breeders who 
will try to gain admittance who 
would not have thought of it under 
any other circumstances. It re- 
quires some firmness upon the part 
of an owner of a stallion to refuse 
mares under many circumstances, 
but it is better to lose some money 
and a few friends than to ruina 
horse. Excessive use is the cause 
of impotency of nine out of ten of 
the stallions that prove to be un- 
certain foal getters.
